Abdullah a son of (Hazrat) Omar struck a poor man 
without cause. The Caliph (Hazrat) Omar caused 
him to be struck by the man whom he had wrong- 
ed. (Hazrat) Omar too was present and was in 
silence watching this scene which was unprecedent- 
ed in the whole history of the world and could not 
do anything to save his son from this humiliation. 

4. In the time of Caliph (Hazrat) Omar 
Christians and Jews enjoyed the same rights as 
the Muslims. 

‘Once a member of the clan of Bakr Bin Wail 
murdered a Christian. The matter was reported 
to (Hazrat) Omer, who after due inquiry ordered 
the murderer to be handed over to the relatives of 
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the murdered man. This order was at once 
carried out.
